Drs. Patrick and Levy have rast

They inquired closely of 500 


epileptics and their families as to 
spasms in childhood. Then they went 
to three 
Better Babies clinics — one 


urban and two rural — Jield under the 
auspices of £he. Illinois health depart.

Shoe Machinery Company, a Maine 
corporation,

sought from S3.770 assessed against 
the corporation here by D. "L. Taylor, 
commissioner of the revenue, assessed 
on the 1921 income of the company 
here, settles as far^as far as the Vir- 
ginia courts are concerned the right 
of the State to levy an income tax on 
the earnings of a foreign Corporation 
which leases machinery in Virginia 
for manufacturing purposes -while re- 
taining title to the machinery -which 
is to be used by lessees' tax free to 
the owner.

Sen- 
ator Jones, Democrat, New Mexico, 
announced later however that they 
would put forward their proposed 
substitute, either In committee or on 
the floor. 
Chairman Srnoot sai da motion to 


re-open the income schedule for com- 
mittee action would be decided by the 
commit£«e. 


With a "decision reached on this 


section, the main controversial sched- 
ule of the bill, the committee was 
given an opportunity to center its 
work now on the miscellaneous tax 
schedules with prospects of making a 
report to the Senate within two 
weeks. 


The Mellon rates provide for a 


maximum surtax of 25 per cent, on 
incomes below $4,000. and six per 
cent, above that amount. The Long- 
worth rates called for a 
maximum 


surtax of 37 1-2 per cent, against 50 
per cent, in the present law and" nor- 
mal rates of two per cent, on incomes 
under $4,000; 5 per cent, on incomes 
between $4,000 and $8,000 and 6 per 
cent above that. 
The treasury rate schedule, ad- 


vanced last fall before the opening of 
Congress, was adopted by the House 
Ways and Means committee on a 
strict party vote but was not support- 
ed by a large number of Republicans 
when the bill was taken up on the 
floor. The Democrats were able to 
substitute a plan proposed by Repre- 
sentative Garner, 
Democrat, 
Texas, 


providing for a maximum surtax of 
44 pef cent, and lower normal taxes 
than proposed.
